Destructive Caterpillar. 


The ne*.v-fangled caterpillai has made 


its appearance in this vicinity. On Sat- 
urday evening "sve were shown several 
branches from young apple trees brought 
in from the farm of Mr. 3. O. Swartz, 
near town, the branches were less than 
one-eighth of an inch in diameter, about 
which were netted cateipillars to the 
thickness of more than an inch in diam- 
eter in lengths of from four to sis inch- 
es.
